National City Plans to Increase 
its Capital from $25 1000,000 
to $40,000,000

The growth of New York banking op- 
erations and the movement. toward 
centralization of banking interests were 
emphasized yesterday through import- 
ant changes affecting three leading in- 
stitutions. Dominant stockholders of the 
Bankers Trust Company and the Liberty 
National Bank it was learned practically 
had agreed upon terms they would ac- 
cept for a merger of the two institu- 
tions. The proposal] nas yet to be laid 
before the Boards of Directors, but. when 
it.is completed the resultant institution 
will be: exceeded in point of resources 
‘only by the National City Bank and the 
Guaranty Trust Company. . 

Directors of. the National Bank 
voted to in thé capital from 
$25,000,000 to $40,000,000, subject to the 
approval ty fats ety at a special 
meeting to be held Aug. 26. It was -de- 
cided, also, to increase the combined 
capital, surplus and undivided profits 
from $83,300,000 to approximately $100,- 
000,000. 

The consolidation of the Bankers Trust 
and the ‘Liberty National has been con- 
sidered. in financial circles as a logical 
development in local bahking growth for 
‘| séveral years. Both are classed in the 
‘‘ Morgan group’’ of banks, and ‘theré 
has been close affiliation between them 
ever since the former was established 
in 1903. E.. C.. Conyerse, one of the 
founders of the Bankers Trust, is'a Di- 
rector of the Liberty National, while 
Daniel G. Reid and Daniel E. Pomeroy 
have long been on the boards of both 
banks, and Seward Prosser, President 
of the trust company, is also a Liberty 
National Director. . It. is believed that 
when the program is complete the Lib- 
erty National will be ‘absorbed . by .the 
Bankers Trust, ending the identity of 
the bank and joining its operating staff 
with that of the trust company. 

Combined Capital Is $30,000,000. 

In the statements of the two institu- 
tions as of June 30, it. is shown that, 
together, they have capital stock ag- 
gregating $25,000,000; loats and dis- 
counts amounting to $344,667.700, includ- 
ing funds due from trust companies, 
‘yanks and bankers; surplus and undi- 
vided profits of $24,618,750 and total re- 
sources of. approximately $518,004,711.

Governor's Letter, Now Before Sec- 
retary Colby, Urges Actign by 
Federal ‘Government.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—Informal 
conversations are In progress between 
the American and Japanese Govern- 
ments relative to the situation in Cali- 
fornia that has been precipitated by the 
proposed initiative on Stat¢ legislation 
designed to prevent Japanese from own- 
ing or leasing land within that Pacific 
Coast State. This proposed initiative on 
legislation is to be submiued to the 
voters of the State, in the coming No- 
vember elections, and there is every in- 
dication that it will be approved by the 
voters of California. 

Whatever the action to be taken in 
California, there. is now no doubt in 
Washington that the problém presented 
by the influx of Japanese into Cali- 


fornia, and by the proposed action in 


California, combine. to confront the 
American Government with an extrethe- 
ly difficult and intricate problem, one of 
the most important problems that the 
United States has to face in the next 
year, and @ problem of far greater 
significance than the country at large 
had been inclined to attribute to it. 

The influx of Japanese into California, 
and the increase of Japanese population 
there, as‘a résult of the entry of Jap- 
anese picture brides, and increase of 
Japanese population through births, is 
known by Federal officials to have de- 
veloped & situation in Califorfiia which 
must soon be met faitly and couragé- 
ously. There is now no doubt in ‘well- 
informed quarters here that before an- 
other Winter passes;,-perhaps s6on after 
the voters of California act in Novem- 
ber, the matter of the attitude of the 
United States toward the California an- 
gle of the Japanese question will loom 
above the horizon of Amefican interna- 
tional. relations, if not acutely, at least 
more prominently than any other for- 
eign question facing this country. 

Governor Stephens Urges Action. 

Secretary of State Colby, who re- 
turned from San Francisco to Wash- 
ington today, declinéd to make any 
comment whatever on thé California- 
Japanese question. During his ab- 
sence the State Department received 
from Governor William D. Stephens of 
California a letter. addressed to the 
Secretary, appedling to the Federal 
Government for . furthér protection 
against the entry. of Japanese into Cali- 
fornia. Governor Stephens’s letter as- 
serted that the. influx of Japanese into 
California had brotight about “ alarm-~ 
ing '’ conditions and that it had becomie 
necessary to protect the sovereignty of 
the State against this growing menace 
through diplomatic negotiation or a 
atrict exclusion act. 

The letter of Governor Stephens had 
not been actually brotight to the at- 
tention of Secretary Colby .today. He 
was compélied to attend a Cabinet méet- 
irig and to attend to some other accumu- 
lated matters of state and had not 
reached the point where he would, in 
regular order, take up the Stephens 
letter. Secretary Colby was asked today 
whether he had conferred with Governor: 
Stephens while in California. He re- 
plied that he had not, said that he had 
not read the Stephens letter and declined 
to make any comment whatever on the 
California situation, ‘

grets that their efficiency was not 
measured. by carloads. and tonnages 
rather than by the general volume of 
business. That it is now possible: to 
‘do; on the authority of the Associa- 
tion of Railway -Executives. They 
publish the statement that between 
March 21 and June 18 the princtpal 
railroads moved 8,264, 485 -carloads’ of 
‘freight, compared with 7,708,927 dur- 
ing the corresponding weeks last 
year. In the week ended June 12 
there was’an increase of 29,000 car- 
loads. ‘The alleged ‘* breakdown” of 
the railways is most complained of 
regarding coal, and yet betwcen New 
Year's and June 12 the railways 
moved 39,000,000 ‘more teng than. last 
year. 

It is difficult to apportion precisely 
the blame for the inadequacy of rail- 
way facilities to the demands upon 


the deficiency is due mostly to growth 
of the demand. Compared with the 
pre-war year 1918 theré has been an 
increase of. production. of wheat by 
20 per cent., of- coal 14 per cent., of 
iron ore 26 per cent., of pig iron the 
same, of manufactured steel 44 per 

cent., and so on through a long list. 
The country has grown, but the rail- 
ways were not dllowed to grow. Com- 
paring 1918 with 1913, there was an 
increase in track mileage of 2.2. per 
cent., and of all tracks (main tracks, 
yard tracks, sidings) of 6 per cent. 
In supply of cars and maintenance 
generally the railways are actually, de- 
ficient... “Rates. were increased a billion 
dollars, ‘ but .wages ‘absorbed it <all. 
Rates are about to be increased again, 
and it is not clear how much will be 
allowed above what the, new wage 
award will absorb. But one thing is 
sure—the country will have to reduce 
its business if the railways are not 
nourished. They cannot be scolded 
and starved into increasing their 
service. 

More is required than an order that 
the railways shall carry all the freight 
offered them. The cars must be built, 
and the tracks in many cases rebuilt. 
Danie. Wittard has given a bill of 
particulars of the respects in which 
the railways have been undermain- 
tained. These deficiencies must . be 
made good if the freight is to be car- 
ried..-This is apart from the question 
whether’ the. railways are th make a 
profit and enjoy a credit. That would 
hasten their recuperation, and it is 
for the Interstate Commerce. Com- 
mission and the country to make up 
their mind: how long they wish the 
process of recuperation to ‘be drawn 
out. A year or two may undo the 
damage of many years, But in. any

like flles!), and so the American ad- 
vance on the Verdun flank was held up 
and Haig therefore hag to batter away 
instead (and well he did it!), and 
though the British Army entered 
Mons,” &c. 

Who was the. Cabinet Minister ‘and 
how much of this extraordinary ‘state- 
ment is-his and how much- original 
with Lord Fisher?
